that approximately }., 740,000 ewes had been mated or reserved for the 
194.0 winter and spring lambing, but present advices have reduced the 
total number of ewes mated to approximately 4,675,000. 


Including the spring lambing, there should be at least 
3,050,000 lambs marked this year compared with 3,102,835 last year, 
which was the record. However, reports indicate that quite a number 
of lambs have died since marking and many more were expected to die, 
because of the unfavoursble season.
